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TORRENTS IN TEXAS. 


UNPRECEDENTED RAINS FALLING IN THE 
LONE STAR STATE. 


Railroad Traffic Sericusly Blockaded — 
Bridges Carried Away and Property De- 
stroyed—Farmers Suffer Severely — De- 
structive Lightning—Floods Reported All 
Over Texas,

HERMAN, Tex,, Apri; 
28.—The greatest flood 
ever known in this sec- 
tion of the country oc- 
curred during the 
twenty-four hours 
ending to-day, swell- 
ing all the streams out 
of their banks, delug- 
ing the low land and 
sweeping away bridges 
and causing great damage and loss of prop- 
erty. Uptothis writing no lives have been 
lost, but many people narrowly escaped 
drowning. The rain began yesterday at 4 
p. m., accompanied by but little wind, 
and fell in torrents for eighteen hours 
ceasing at midnight. Wash tubs and other 
vessels standing in the open air were filled in 
less than three hours, and the lowest eati- 
mate of rainfall given to the first rain is 8 
inches. The second rain begun early this 
morning and continued steadily all day 
until 4p. m., and the entire rainfall is esti- 


mated at from 12 to 16 inches. Rall- 
road trafic is almost completely 
blocked, and the full extent of the 


damage cannot be learned for a day or two. 
The farmers on the streams south and east of 
the city are surrounded by the floods and were 
compelled to take refuge in trees and on 
fences to escape drowning until people from 
the city and surrounding country could go 
and rescue them. The ciouds are still hover- 
ing low to-night and fears are entertained that 
the rains are not at an end.

The prices of all these stocks he has com- 
plained are ‘‘away below their intrinsic val- 
ues,’’ and he has urged everybody to take on 
n load of some ofthe lotto make money out 
of. They have all advanced, some of them 

bite handsomely. It is noticeable that Mr. 
Gould, however, has studiously avoided say- 
ing a single favorable thing about any stock, 
except those of which he himself has the con- 
trol. Equally notable and certainis the fact 
that while he has been publicly booming ail 
his own stooxs he has been quietly telling his 
intimate fends that a ‘‘reaction’’ may 
come a> an moment, while to others 
closer to him still, he has emphatically 
averred that the whole market is fictitious 
and he advised against over-abundant faith in 
the advancing quotation. Itis beyond doubt 
thatthe market has gone up, however, very 
largely because of the bull influences exerted 
by the public talk of Mr. Gould onthe bull 
Bide. he whole market has the Gould stamp 
onit. All his stereotyped tricks are apparent. 
Those devices of which he is particularly mas- 
ter are figuring conspicuously, and if you ask 
a dozen men why they are bulls eleven 
of them will assure you that they 
are 80 because Mr. Gould is. 
There isn’t in this quite basis enough to give 
everybody fullest confidenoe perhaps. Mr. 
Gould has never yet enjoyed overmuch the 
reputation of playing his stock-market game 
for other people's pleasure and profit.

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HE movement opening 
spheres of activity to 
women which form- 
erly were reserved ex- 
clusively for men has 
been most marked 
within the last ten 
Fears, but certain lines 
of industry have been 
supposed to be monop- 
olized by the sterner 
sex, to the exclusion 
of women. These, 
however, are daily be- 
ing invaded, covertly 
ut not openly, until 
Y A'to-day it would be 
hard to point to any 
business or profession 
in whieh muscular 
strength is not ab- 
solutely required from 
which women are entirely excluded. Stock 
gambling and trading in futures in the grain 
pit has been considered a peculiarly mascu- 
une employment, but it has long been 
known to the initiated that some of the 
boldest operators in grain and mining stocks 
Delonged to the gentler sex. A Post-Drs- 
raren reporter, determined to discover to 
what extent women interested themselves in 
the business transacted on the floor of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, called upon a number 
of the leading brokers in search of informa- 
tion. 


A BROKER'S EXPERIENCES. 

„For many years, said one gentleman 
connected with a large commission house, 
**we have done business for ladies in buying 
and selling wheat and corn. They all pledge 
us to secrecy, as they were most unwilling to 
have it known that they engage in anything 
like gambling, but tbe amounts gained and 
lost by some of them would compare 
favorably with the dealings of any 
except the largest operators on ’Change. One 
lady in particular, whose name is well known 
in the city, and who is aleader in the most ex- 
elusive circlés of society, put up more than 
$20,000 in margins in July wheat in 1884, buying 
through us on the Chicago market. She made 

*over $35,000, at once invested it in real estate, 
and since that time has never been near us, 
a most unusual occurrence, as when once a 
woman has made afew hundred dollars in 
grain she sees golden vistas opening before 
her, invests recklessly, and nearly always 
guitsaloser. This recklessness is only shown 
‘when the market is going against them, for 
when they are afew points on the right side 
they insist on realizing at once, only to 
invest in something else, or possibly 
in the very same thing at a higher price after 
aday or two of reflection. But when they 
once get on the wrong side of the market they 
never know when tostop. It seems impossi- 
ble for them to bring themselves to sell out at 
a loss, as@they think that if they only stick to 
it long enough they are sure to win, and in 
spite of any advice that may be given, goon 
putting up margins on a falling market until 
their exchequer is completely exhausted. I 
have known half a dozen women out of prob- 
ably fifty who have dealt with me during the 
last thirty years who knew when to hold on, 
but, with two exceptions, none who knew 
when to let go. Anotiier peculiarity of their 
mode of investment is the fact that scarcely any 
women ever sell short. They seem possessed 


withan idea that everything must rise, and 
almost invariably go long. They trade a little 
in everything, one day buying wheat, the next 
bacon, then trying railroad stocks and possi- 
ly ending up with corn. I 17A that 1 
have had more experience In this line of busi- 
ness than anyone in town, and I cannot recall 
an instance where a woman has confined her- 
gelt to trading in a single commodity. They 
like to spread all over the field, investing as 
their fancy leads them, or in accordance with 
some Casual remark made in their hearing. 
HOW LADIES INVEST. 

have asked ladies a dozen times whether 
they ever sought the advice of their friends 
who were familiar with business astothe * 
vestments they should make; they invariably 
replied in the negative, stating that they 
would not for the world bave it known that 
they were engaged in an occupation generally 
considered so unfeminine. Nearly all made 
some charitable Subscription, the ostensible 
reason for coming to my office, and took all 
imaginable pains to prevent the real object of 
their visit from being known. Very, very few 
can show a balance to their credit at the end 
of the year. They sometimes win, and some- 
times lose, but as 1 have explained, their 

ains are usually small, and their losses only 

imited by the depth of their purse. After a 
lady ne lost all that she can afford, I seldom 
see hef for sevcral months, and sometimes not 
at all. But generally when they have saved 
enough money to try their fortune again, 
they return, keep up trading until their 
exchequer is again depleted, and go through 
the same performance again. Contrary to the 

eneral supposition, I have found women to 

as a rule good losers. I imagine it is be 
cause they do not wish a man to know that 
they are embarrassed by their losses, as I 
have generally noticed that women regard 
poverty as much more disgraceful than men, 
and act and talk as if they had a bank behind 
them. All things considered, however, I pre- 
fer masculine customers and disiike to see a 
woman come into my office for the purpose of 
making an investment.“ 

Another broker of whom inquiry was made 
answered: There has always been quite a 
large number of women who abbled 
in stocks, generally on a very small scale, 
although there are, or rather were, some 
notable exceptions to this rule. Ido not feel 
at liberty to mention names, but ladies be- 
longing to some of the most prominent fami- 
lies in the city take an occasional ‘flyer’ and 
stand to win or lose several hundred dollars, 
seldom more. 

A BOLD SPECULATOR. 

The most regular trader among the ladies I 
over knew. and by far the boldest, was Mrs. 
Dorris. She never seemed to make any secret 
About her dealings, and I therefore have no 
hesitation in mentioning her name. She un- 
derstood the market as well as any man, and 
Was thoroughly acquainted with the move- 
ments of the crops and the markets in other 
citics, The way that she would put 
up margins wes a caution. jer 
favorite trade seemed to be to geil 
wheat short, and the boldest plunger in the pit 
Was not more ready to put up his money than 
she.

RIFLE VOLUNTEERS. 


Some of the Veterans Permitted to Ride Tri- 
cycles—The New Military Machine—Offi- 
cers’ and Privates’ Uniforms — Their 
Equipment—The New Drill. 


HE Easter review of 
English volunters this 
year was noted for 
the official inaugura- 
tion of a remarkable 
novelty in military 
practice. The Jilus- 
trated London News, 
from which this arti- 
cle is taken, says: 
»The newly consti- 
tuted ‘Cyclist Corps,’ 
to be henceforth en- 
rolled as the Twenty- 
sixth Middlesex Bat- 
talion of Rifle Volun- 
teers, after taking an 
active part in the 
————* Easter Monday ma- 
neuvers between Shorncliffe and Dover, 
joined the other troops in marching past the 
Commander-in-Chief, his Royal Highness 
the Duke of Cambridge. This corps had per- 
formed on Good Friday afternoon in the 
neighborhood of Salisbury the rehearsal of 
an attack on the bridge af Winterbourne, two 
miles north of that city; and its headquarters 
were at Guildford. Much curiosity is felt all 
over England with regard to the organization, 
equipment, drill, and method of action, 
which have been approved for cyclist rifle- 
men, as it has been signified by the War Office 
that every volunteer battalion may have 
twenty cyclists. 

The Cyclist Corps, to rank as the Twenty- 
sixth Middlesex in the list of Rifle Volunteers, 
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Forty-five years’ Infallible Specific for 
Diarrhea, Dysentery, Cholera Morbus, 
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whole corps ride on bicycles, the use of the 
tricycle being conceded to a few, including 
more than one gallant veteran officer, who 
have not mastered the more difficult instru- 
ment of locomotion.

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‘PROHIBITION IN KANSAS. 
Attorney-General Bradford's Report, Show- 


ing Its Beneficial Results. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatrcu. 
ToPeKa, Kan., April 28.—Attorney-General 
Bradford, in his report issued to-day, says,re- 
garding prohibition: ‘‘The status of prohi- 
bition in Kansas is ‘in a generally improved 
condition, taking the State over. Convictions 
are easier, and the numberof cases has de- 
creased within six months. A prosecu- 
tion -for selling liquor very rarely falls 


except in afew instances. It has been stated 
by the enemies of — in the East that 
crime and pauperlsm were on the increase, 
when the truth is that Kansas was never so 
prosperous since it was madea State; that 
there was never as little crime in proportion to 
the population as now, and that auperism 
has materially decreased. Let the casual 
observer and old resident of the State look 
about him and within his range of observa- 
tion he can find men bythe score who can 
say to-day, truthfully, that they have not 
touched a drop of liquor for two, three and 
four years, who before prohibition took 
effect were eonstant so-called moderate 
drinkers, Public men, who are the worse for 
drinking intoxicating liqhor, are practically 
unknown in Kansas. It is true, occasionally 
there is a man who has forgotten bimseif 
with whom the use of § intoxicatin 
liguor is a disease, but eg are scarce, an 
such men when it becomes known to the pub- 
lic that they are in that condition receive no 
partons avor at the hands of the electors. I 

find from thorough investigation, 
that the enforcement of the law 
has had a very beneficial effect 
upon pauperism, and it is safe to say that, 
notwithstanding this fact, the large towns in 
Kansas have increased in population very 
rapidly, and thus increased the pereentage of 
pauperism, because in all densely. populated 
communities there isa greater percentage of 
pauperism thanin the rural districts. Not- 
withstanding these facts, there is a decrease 
of A in Kansas of almost 50 per 
dent.

A BROKER’S EXPERIENCES. 

„For many years, said one gentleman 
connected with a large commission house, 
**we have done business for ladies in buying 
and selling wheatand corn. They all pledge 
us to secrecy, as they were most unwilling to 
have it known that they engage in anything 
like gambling, but the amounts gained and 
lost by some of them would compare 
favorably with the dealings of any 
except the largest operators on Change. One 
lady in particular, whose name is well known 
in the city, and who is a leader in the most ex- 
elusive circlés of society, put up more than 
$20,000 in margins in July wheat in 1884, buying 
through us on the Chicago market. She made 
over $35,000, at once invested it in real estate, 
and since that time has never been near us, 
a most unusual occurrence, as when once a 
woman has made afew hundred dollars in 
grain she sees golden vistas opening before 
her, invests recklessly, and nearly always 
guitsaloser. This recklessness is only shown 
‘when the market is going against them, for 
when they are a few points on the right side 
they insist on realizing at once, only to 
invest in something else, or possibly 
in the very same thing at a higher price after 
n day or two of reflection. But when they 
once get on the wrong side of the market they 
never know when tostop. It seems impossi- 
ble for them to bring themselves to sell out at 
a loss, asthey think that if they only stick to 
it long enough they are sure to win, and in 
spite of any advice that may be given, goon 
putting up margins on a falling market until 
their exchequer is completely exhausted. I 
have known half a dozen women out of prob- 
ably fifty who have dealt with me during the 
last thirty years who knew whento hold on, 
but, with two exceptipns, none who knew 
when to let go.

HOW LADIES INVEST. 

J have asked ladies a dozen times whether 
they ever sought the advice of their friends 
who were familiar with business as to the * 
vestments they should make; they invariably 
replied in the negative, stating that they 
would not for the world bave it known that 
they were engaged in an occupation generally 
considered sounfeminine. Nearly all made 
some charitable subscription, the ostensible 
reason for coming to my office, and took all 
imaginable pains to prevent the real object of 
their visit from being known. Very, very few 
Can show a balance to their credit at the end 
of the year. They sometimes win, and some- 
times lose, but as 1 have explained, their 

ains are usually small, and their losses only 

imited by the depth of their purse. After a 


lady ung lost all that she can afford, I seldom 
see hef for several months, and sometimes not 
at all.

as arule good losers. I imagine it is be 
cause they do not wish aman to know that 
they are embarrassed by their losses, as I 
have generally noticed that women regard 
poverty as much more disgraceful than men, 
and act and talk as if they had a bank behind 
them. All things considered, however, I pre- 
fer masculine customers and disiike to see a 
woman come into my office for the purpose of 
making an investment.“ 

Another broker of whom inquiry was made 
answered: There has always been quite a 
large number of women who abbled 
in stocks, generally on a very small scale, 
although there are, or rather were, some 
notable exceptions to this rule. Ido not feel 
at liberty to mention names, but ladies be- 
landing to some of the most prominent fami- 
lies in the city take an occasional ‘flyer’ and 
stand to win or lose several hundred dollars, 
seldom more.

They resort to 
all sorts of devices fo raise money to make 
their margins good, and the pawnbrokers 
often have charge of jewels which are sup- 
posed to bein the hands of the jewelers for 
repairs. I know ot a great many domestic 
storms that have arisen from this cause, and 
have more than once been interviewed by 
irate huabands who have forbidden me to con- 
duct ally further dealings for their wives. I 
always comply with their request, as 1 do not 
care to involve myself in trouble. As a rule 1 
do not like to manage trades for ladies, as 
their acquaintance with business methods 
generally makes them unreasonable, and 
should ladvise a purchase which turns out 
unfortunately I am nearly always held respon- 
sible and expected to make good the loss in- 
curred. There is little profit anda great deal 
of trouble connected with the business, and 
neitherInor any other broker desire to do 
much trading for ladies.’’ 
THEIR FAVORITE SPECULATION, 
No class of speculative securities is 80 

much favored by the gentler sex as mining 
stocks, remarked a dealer, in reply toa 
question. Ladies who would never think of 
dealing in options buy mining stocks freely, 
and some of them have made a great deal of 
money. A large proportion of the Granite 
Mountain stock is held by ladies, but I believe 
thatin every instance this was given to them 
by some male member of their family or came 
to them by will. But ever since the strike in 
Granite Mountain there has been a great de 

sire among ladies to dabble in mining stocks, 
and they to-day hold many thousand shares.

This has not always operated to their disad- 
vantage, as it has prevented very heavy losses 
and in some instances, notably inthat of the 
Black Oak, has enabled them to make large 
gains. So fond bave women become of spec- 
ulating in mining stocks that one mine, the 
Sylph, was organized by a lady and nearly all 
the stock is held by those of her sex. As they 
buy outright and are not called upon for mar- 
gine the unpleasant features of option trad- 
ng do not disturb their brokers, who are as 
willing to make purchases for women as for 
men. Asarulethey bear their losses well, 
and beyond atendencyto unreasonable ex- 
pectations are not different from other in- 
vestors.’’

As an old horseman looks at the 
teeth of a horse, sizes up the length of limb, 
the flatness or lumpiness of the knees, so 
these youngsters ferretted out the pedigree of 
that do, no matter how deeply it was 
fenced in or buried by nubby flats or prickly 
sharps. There was nothing to say to the grati- 
fied Klances of the professor;the only action 
possible was an aggressive inaction and a dis- 
position to crave more. 

THE SINGERS OF THE FUTURE. 

Now, there is this side to this question, 
Our public schools are and willbe the feeder- 
to the choral societies, harmonies, lieder 
kranzes, etc. The possibilities of successiv:

A boy of this kind will naturally 
identify himself with a choral union, church 
choir, or some singing society. By giving his 
attention in this direction he will be kept 
away from other places which go so far to 
damage the morals of the youth of to-day.

une. That was the last we heard of him. 

„One of the principal places of amusement, 
in fact, the principal one in town, was at Vaux- 
hall Gardens, on the west side of Fourth 
street, near Pium. The place was bullt in 1818 
by Thomas F. Riddick, a bank officer, and 
Robert Duncan made the bricks. In 1823 
Blanchard & Storrs leased it for a resort. 
Sleight-of-hand performances, panoramas, 
concerts and shows ot that description were 
given. Meals were furnisbed also, and all the 
public banquets were held in that place, 
until 1881pwhen Luke E. Lawless purchased 
the property. 

Money was not very plenty in those days, 
the prinoipal pieces being a ‘bit,’ or 12½ 
cents, and a ‘picayune,’ 6% cents. There was, 
also, considerable cut money in circulation. 
When a merchant couldn’t make the right 
change exactly he would cut a siiver dollar in 
half or quarters. Very often a dollar was cut 
to such purpose that the original owner made 
more than 100 cents out of it. Daniel D. Page 
I believe, bought up all the cut money an 
that finished it. 

We didn’t wear shoes, as moccasins could 
be bought from the Indians for a bit. Our 
other goods came from Mackinaw, Canada, from 
which place we received part of our whisky. 
The goods came down the Illinois river. At 
that time Wiliiam Smith was the revenue 
officer to see to the customs; he was, in fact, 
the first of Uncle Sam's revenue officers. 

We used to have many Indians around 
herein the days of old Governor William 
Olarke, the last governor of the Territory as 
he was also the Indian agent, representing 
the United States, consequently all 
treaties were made in St. Louls. 
We often had the tribes of the Sacs and Foxes, 
Winnebagos, Minnomanies, Sioux, Oaws, 
Kicapoos, Shawnees, Delawares, Big and 
Little Osages, Crows, Pawnees, Iowas and 
others. Youcould see them coming swiftly 


down the river in their big canoes in all 
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dence, and then the thing would go, The 
girls would make the soup and doughnuts, 
that’s the kind of refreshments we had in 
those days, no ice-cream or jemonude, to., 
but we pitched in for a rattiing time. There 
rich and poor 
all mixed together, and we danced 
the cotillion and all the old French 
dances. Old Jean Baptiste Hortez was our 
fiddier, and what he didn’t knowin the way 
of dance music wasn’t worth knowing. When 
we'd wet him up on a table and he'd start to 
call the figures, why, weed just let her go. 

es, of course, we had whisky, but we 
didn’t buy it by the glassful, we had to buy it 
by the quart er pint. Old H. Hourtez was 
the big man in those days. He was a cabinet- 
maker by trade, and when he was late 
to work he was always docked fer his 
fiddlin’. Everybody knew him, forhe taught 
dancing and played the fiddie around here for 
seventy years, taking little trips, to teach 
dancing and play, to St. Charles, Florissant 
and Cahokia. He vas ast. Louisan by birth, 
although he was born at St. Genevieve by ac- 
cident, his mother being tnen on a visit to her 
relatives, on Mareh 11, 1792, when he was 
ushered into the world. 

Capt. Dowling’s memory of the old French- 
towners and their edigree is some- 
thin wonderful. rom his state 
ments, whieh were youched for 
in past years, it appears that the father of 
Hortez was Joseph Alvarez Ortez, a surgeon 
in the Spanish army and a native of old 
Seville. tthe time of his death, in 1808, he 
owned 4,000 acres of land near Jennings 
Station. 

Old fiddler Hertez’’ continued the aged 
story-teller, ‘‘saw the Spanish flag hauled 
down in 1804, when Maj. Amos Stoddard took 
charge of this section of the country, as 
it was transferred to the United States. 
He bad three old violins, one of which was a 
Stradivarius, he said, 150 years ald, for which 
he wouldn't take that many dollars. He was 

oing to leave it to Charles Bobb, but before 

e died he was coaxed away to Alten by a man 
who wanted the fiddles. In 1815 he marrieda 
Migs Smith of Kentucky and she died in 1865, 
whereupon he married a widew by the name 
of Grapevine.

bienulally with names selected from all quar- 
ters of the city, Germans, French, Italians, 
Spaniards, Bohemians, Norwegians, all who 
read and write and can hear distinctly are 
available for service in the jury-box, provid- 
ing, of course. that they understand the En- 
glish language. The preference is given to 
Americans, English, German and Irish, and 
there has been a disposition of late 
to select German juries in damage suits. 
It is supposed that they are less prejudiced 
and more inclined to estimate actual injuries 
than jurors of other nationality whose sympa- 
thies are more easily worked upon. In their 
efforts to size up the jury materfal spread be- 


fore them counsel. at the opening of a trial 


amusing ex- 
periences. The first thing to guard 
against is the selection of any man 
in the panel who may be in any way con- 
nected with the opposing litigant or his coun- 
sel. The next point to ascert is whether 
subject-matter of the suit has beén read in the 
newspapers and discussed by the men to be 
selected for the panel, whether their opinions 
have already been formed on the merits of 
the controversy. Attorneys for corporations 
are careful to scrutinize the list to prevent the 


selection of men who hold pronounced views 
on monopolies. It often happens that men 
who desire to shirk jury service purposely 
make assertions in answer to counsel during 
examination sufficiently strong to effect a 
challenge and withdrawal from the panel. In 
atrial where a personal difficulty is involved 
and damages claimed, itis the aim of coun- 
sel to secure a panel of young men.

A young married 
lady had been injured by the fall of a piece of 
timber from the window of a factory adjoining 
her residence, The case come before a jury and 
a verdict was returned in her favor for $1,000. 
Tue Court set aside the verdict on the 2 
that it was excessive and that the liability for 
the accident did not rest with parties sued. 
The case was taken before another division of 
the court and the jury disagreed upon a ver- 
dict. At the next trial before another jury 
with precisely the same facts bo- 
fore them a verdict was reached 
in the lady’s favor for 36.200. The 
chief injury sustained was the frac- 
ture ofa collar bone. Litigants, however, 
prefer that a ery should weigh the facts in a 
controversy for them and it is not often that a 
court will undertake to to disturb a verdict 
unless it should be strongly against the weight 
of evidence and altogether opposed to the in- 
structions concerning the law applicable to 
the case. 

Jurors in criminal cases have a curious ex- 
perience in agreeing upon a verdict. One man 
will frequently hold a jury out for halt a da 
on a sinxle pointin the testimony.

TWO STAGE MASHERS. 


Few Women Can Resist Mantell and Kyrie 
Bellew. 


No actor on the American stage receives 80 
much attention from the fair sex as Robert B. 
Mantell, writes a New York correspondent. 
Scores of letters come to him daily from girls 
and women of all stations in life. All sorts of 
plots and plans are made to secure a nod of 
recognition and a word from him on the 
streets. Since the days of Montague, of whom 
it was related that he received on an average 


of fifty letters a day from his admirers, no ac- 
tor has made such havoc among female hearts 
as has Mantell. Kyrie Bellew, who was re- 
cently chased all over the country by eccen 
tric Miss Coffin, presses Mantell very hard for 
first place, but the methods of thetwo men 
in this respect are entirely different.

Lester 
Wallack looked in upon the comfortably- 
seated audience, then went into the box office 
and saw the pile of bills and silver, shrugged 
his shoulders, picked up a pen, signed a new 
contract with Bellew, and announced to those 
around him: Any man who can draw a 
house like that at a matinee is not to be 
tried with. Get him to sign this contract 
before he leaves the theater.

Venice was early celebrated for the 
beauty of its types, just as Italy has always 
been the central source of artistic inspiration, 
and when, in the early part of the sixteenth 
century; a Venetian invented a new form of 
letter, the invention was dedicated to the 
State and became known as Italic, a name 
which the type retains to this day. 

The painters of signs. being artistic work- 
men, they command high wages, and there 
is an army of them in St. Louis.
